The primary reason for allowance of claims 32-62 is the inclusion of the method 
and apparatus for charging of a transport belt that transports recording media to a 
transfer printing region using a blade-like contact element mounted on a carrier element 
that can be insert able and extractable from a printer or copier which is found in all of 
the claims but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
